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Please consider these points as Congress comes to a close in the next few days:

• There are indeed Russian troops on both territories— invited by the governments of both— to 
protect Abkhazian and South Ossetian citizens from further Georgian military action similar to 
the attack it waged against civilians in South Ossetia in August of 2008. 

• Abkhazia and South Ossetia see the situation comparable to U.S. troops protecting the Repubfic 
of South Korea from attacks from the Democratic Republic of Korea, which is never officially 
referred to as an occupation.

Ossetia, it should listen to representatives of South Ossetia. Instead, Congress relies on 
what the Saakashvili regime provides, which is downright untrue.
